From  Raleigh,  some  Minutes  were  handed  in.

On  motion,  it  was  then  agreed  to  request  each  Church  to  meet  in 
Convention,  by  delegation,  at  Reaves'  Chapel,  Saturday  before  the 
second  Sabbath  in  November  next,  and  to  make  known  through  their 
delegate  whether  they  will  support  a  Missionary  or  not;  and  provided 
they  will,  for  that  Convention  to  appoint  a  Missionary,  who  shall  supply 
particularly  the  destitute  in  the  bounds  of  this  Association,  and  report  at 
our  next*Annual  meeting. 

Bro.  J.  Thompson,  who  was  our  Delegate  to  the  B.  S.  C.  in  1844, 
reported  that  he  attended  and  paid  in  the  funds  sent  from  this  Asso- 
ciation. 

Adjourned  till  3  o'clock,  P.  M.    Prayer  by  A.  G.  Hinton. 

Met  again  for  business,  at  the  hour  adjourned  to.  Prayer  by  Wn*. 
Lineberry.

Resolved,  That  Committees  on  S.  C,  T.  S.,  S.  R.,  Southern  organi- 
zation, and  the  A.  F.  B.  S.,  be  appointed  at  this  meeting,  to  prepare 
Reports  to  be  appended  to  the,  Minutes  of  1846. 

On  motion,  adjourned  till  Monday,  9  o'clock.    Bro.  Lineberry  made 
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SABBATH, 

The  Brethren  who  were  appointed  to  preach  to-day,  met  an  unusually 
large  congregation. 

Bro.  G.  W.  Purify  introduced  the  services  of  the  day,  and  preached 
from  Rom.  8,  9,  "Now  if  any  man  have  not  the  spirit  of  Christ,  he  is 
none  of  his." 

Richardson  preached  from  Heb.  1,  14,  "Are  they  not  all  ministering 
spirits,  sent  forth  to  minister  for  them  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation."1 

A  public  collection  was  taken  up,  amounting  to  #20. 

Elder  Wm.  Lineberry  concluded  the  services  of  the  day,  preached 
from  i'salms,  1,  1,  2,  3,  "Blessed  is  the  man  that  walketh  not  in  the 
counsel  of  the  ungodly,  nor  standeth  in  the  way  of  sinners,  nor  sitteth 
in  the  seat  of  the  scornful.

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A.— REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  of  reporting  on  Tem- 
perance, regret  to  say,  that  the  cause,  as  far  as  they  have  an  opportunity 
of  judging,  is,  at  present,  in  most  places  throughout  the  Association,  not 
so  prosperous  as  we  could  wish.  But  we  at  the  same  time  rejoice  to 
say,  that  the  Temperance  Cause  is,  in  many  places,  exerting  a  most 
salutary  influence;  and  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying,  that  it  has  been 
instrumental,  in  the  hands  of  God,  of  doing  much  good.  We  regret  to 
say,  that  there  are  many  members  of  the  Churches,  who  have  not  set 
their  faces  against  the  practice  of  drinking  and  the  evils  of  intempe- 
rance. Your  Committee  conceive  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day,  for  promoting  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  prosperity  of  man;  and  with  this  view  of  the  subject,  we  recom- 
mend to  every  member  of  this  Association,  and  to  the  Churches,  to  use 
their  influence  against  the  baneful  practice  of  intemperance.

An  invitation  was  given  to  Corresponding  Brethren  from  sister  Asr 
sociations.  Whereupon,  G.  W.  Thompson,  from  the  Raleigh  Associa^ 
tion,  took  a  seat.

The  next  Association  to  be  at  Moon's  Chapel,  in  Randolph  County, 
N.  C,  commencing  Friday  before  the  first  Sabbath  in  October  1850. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Letters  not  having  prepared  a  Report,  it 
was  agreed  that  N.  Richardson,  one  of  said  Committee,  should  prepare 
a  digest  of  said  Letters,  and  append  it  to  these  Minutes. 

On  motion,  ordered  that  the  amount  of  public  collection  of  Sabbath 
be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Itineracy,  for  the  use  of 
that  Board. 

Whereas,  it  hath  pleased  an  all-wise  Providence  to  separate  from  us, 
during  the  last  Associational  year,  our  venerable  Brother,  Elder  Eli 
Phillips,  who  has  presided  as  Moderator  over  this  Association  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  has  been  a  very  useful  and  indefatigable  Minister 
of  Christ:  And  as  the  last  testimonial  of  respect,  we  hereby  adopt  the 
following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  our  highly  esteemed  Brother,  we 
have  lost  one  of  the  brightest  ornaments  in  the  Church,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation an  invaluable  officer. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Brother  Phillips,  the  Baptist  de- 
nomination in  general  have  sustained  an  irreparable  loss. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  Preamble  and  Resolutions  be  insert- 
ed in  the  Minutes  of  this  Association,  and  that  a  copy  be  forwarded  to 
the  family  of  the  deceased,  assuring  them  that  they  have  the  united 
sympathies  of  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  N.  Richardson,  J.  F.  Marsh,  D.  Hackney,  A.  S. 
Dowd  and  A.  G.  Hinton,  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  have  a  suitable 
Monument  erected  over  the  grave  of  our  Brother  E.  Phillips,  and  that 
the  Churches  furnish  them  with  funds  for  that  purpose;  and  that  all 
funds  of  the  kind  be  sent  to  N.  Richardson,  as  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  agreed  that  there  be  1000  copies  of  these  Minutes  print- 
ed, and  that  the  Articles  of  Faith,  in  the  Minutes  of  1845,  be  appended 
to  them. 

The  condition  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Pittsborough  was  presented 
to  the  Association,  by  Bro.  J.  Thompson;  whereupon  a  subscription 
was  taken  up  to  aid  in  paying  off  the  remainder  of  the  debt.  By  the 
request  of  J.  Thompson,  one  of  the  Commissioners,  D.  Hackney,  A.  G. 
Hinton,  E.  H.  Straughan,  W.  White  and  J.  Tysor,  were  appointed  to 
counsel  with  him,  &c. 

On  motion,  the  Delegates  are  requested  to  lay  the  condition  of  the 
Church  at  Pittsborough  before  their  Churches,  and  solicit  aid  for  the 
liquidation  of  the  debt. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  Association  are  tendered  to  the  Church 
and  neighborhood,  for  their  kindness  during  its  session. 

On  motion,  the  Association  adjourned.    Prayer  by  N.  Richardson.

The  following  is  the  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Churches,  as  gath- 
ered from  the  Letters: 

Antioch,  Brush  Creek,  Mount  Olive,  May's  Chapel,  Mount  Zion,  Mount  Carmel, 
Reaves's  Chapel,  Rocky  River,  Sandy  Creek,  Sandy  Field,  Gum  Spring,  and  Me- 
chanic's Hill,  all  seem  to  be  in  a  cold  and  languishing  condition;  have  had  no  parti- 
cular revival  this  year.  "Awake  thou  that  sleepest,  and  rise  from  the  dead,  and 
Christ  shall  give  thee  light."  Epli.  t.,  14.  "Woe  to  them  that  are  at  ease  in  Zion." 
Amos  vi.,  1.  May's  Chapel  and  Gum  Spring,  however,  have  a  Bible  Society  at 
each,  which  indicates  something  favorable  to  them. 

Fall  Creek  seems  to  be  on  the  retrograde.  There  are  but  few  members,  and  they 
seem  to  be  doing  nothing  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  "Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day 
idle?"    Matt,  xx.,  6. 

Love's  Creek  has  a  Bible  Society,  and  has  had  a  revival  this  year.  "If  ye  then 
be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  that  are  above."    Col.  hi.,  1. 

Bethlehem  and  Bear  Creek  have  both  had  a  glorious  revival.  "Prove  all  tilings; 
hold  fast  that  which  is  good."    1st  Thess.,  v.,  21. 

Mount  Gilead. — Some  mercy  drops  have  fallen  on  this  Church.  It  has  a  Bible 
Society.    "Quench  not  the  Spirit."    1st  Thess.,  v.,  19. 

Emmaus.— This  Church  has  a  Bible  Society,  but  is  rather  in  a  lukewarm  state. 
Remember  the  threat,  "I  will  spew  thee  out  of  my  mouth." 

Mineral  Spring  and  Pleasant  Grove  have  both  had  an  outpouring  of  the  Spirit, 
and  an  ingathering  of  souls.    "Abstain  from  all  appearance  or  evil."  1st  Thess.,  v.,  22. 

Cedar  Falls.— This  Church  is  in  a  prosperous  state.  It  has  a  Sabbath  School  with 
fifty  scholars,  and  has  had  a  revival  this  year.  "Let  us  not  be  weary  in  wi  ll  doing." 
Gal.,  vi.,  9. 

Moon's  Chape!.— This  is  a  new  constituted  Church,  and  is  enjoying  a  revival. 
"Fear  not,  little  flock,  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure  to  give  you  the  King- 
dom."   Luke,  xii.,  32. 

Friendship. — This  Church  is  in  a  low  state.  The  meeting  house  is  burnt  down, 
and  it  has  no  regular  preaching.    "Brethren,  pray  for  us."    1st  These.,  v.,  25. 


CIRCULAR  LETTER. 

Dear  Brethren:  I  know  of  no  subject  more  interesting  to  address 
you  upon  than  that  of  prayer.  Prayer  has  l>een  well  defined  the  offer- 
ing up  of  our  desires  unto  God  fur  things  agreeable  to  his  will,  in  the 
name  or  through  the  mediation  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the  help  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  with  a  confession  of  our  sins,  and  a  thankful  acknowledgment  of 
his  mercies.  Prayer  is  in  itself  a  becoming  acknowledgment  of  the 
all-sufficiency  of  God,  and  our  dependence  upon  him.  It  is  his  ap- 
pointed means  for  the  obtaining  of  both  temporal  and  spiritual  blessings. 
He  could  bless  his  creatures  in  another  way,  but  he  will  be  inquired  of  to 
do  for  them  those  things  for  which  they  stand  in  need,  (Ezek.  xxxvi.  37.) 
It  is  the  act  of  an  indigent  creature  seeking  relief  from  the  fountain  of 
mercy.  A  sense  of  want  excites  desire,  and  desire  is  the  very  essence 
of  prayer.  One  thing  have  1  desired  of  the  Lord,  says  David,  that  will 
I  seek  after.  Prayer  without  desire,  is  like  an  altar  without  a  sacrifice. 
When  all  our  wants  are  supplied,  prayer  will  be  converted  into  praise. 
Till  then,  Brethren,  we  must  all  live  by  prayer,  and  dwell  around  the 
mercy  seat.  God  alone  is  able  to  hear,  and  to  supply  our  every  want. 
The  revelation  which  he  has  given  of  his  goodness,  lays  a  foundation. 
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for  our  asking  with  confidence  the  blessings  we  need;  and  his  ability 
encourages  us  to  hope  for  their  bestowment. 

Oh,  thou  that  heareth  prayer,  unto  thee  shall  all  flesh  come,  (Ps.  lxv. 
2.)  Prayer  is  a  spiritual  exercise,  and  can  only  be  performed  by  the 
assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  (Rom.  viii.  26.)  For  we  know  not  what 
we  should  pray  for  as  we  ought,  but  the  spirit  maketh  intercession  for 
us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered.  The  sacrifice  of  the  wicked 
is  an  abomination  to  the  Lord,  but  the  prayer  of  the  upright  is  his  de- 
light. The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  great  agent  in  the  world  of  grace,  and 
without  his  special  influence  there  is  no  acceptable  prayer.  Hence  he 
is  called  the  spirit  of  grace  and  supplication,  for  he  it  is  that  enables  us 
to  draw  nigh  unto  God,  filling  our  mouth  with  arguments,  and  teaching 
us  to  order  our  cause  before  him,  (Zach.  xii.  10.) 

All  acceptable  prayer  must  be  offered  in  faith  or  a  believing  frame  of 
mind.  If  any  man  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  who  giveth  to  all 
men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not,  and  it  shall  be  given  him.  But  let 
him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering,  for  let  not  the  wavering  man  think 
that  he  shall  receive  any  thing  of  the  Lord.  He  that  cometh  unto  God, 
must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently 
seek  him,  (Heb.  xi.  6.) 

Prayer  is  to  be  offered  for  things  agreeable  to  the  will  of  God.  So 
the  Apostle  says:  This  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that  if 
we  ask  any  thing  according  to  his  will,  he  heareth  us;  and  if  we  know 
that  he  hears  us,  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  know  that  we  have  the  petition 
that,  we  desired  of  him,  (1st  John  v.  14,  15.) 

Our  prayers  must,  therefore,  be  regulated  by  the  revealed  will  of  God, 
and  come  within  the  compass  of  the  promises.  These  are  to  be  the 
matter  and  the  ground  of  our  supplications. 

What  God  has  not  particularly  promised,  he  may  nevertheless  possi- 
bly bestow;  but  what  he  has  promised,  he  will  assuredly  perform.  Of 
the  good  things  promised  to  Israel  of  old  not  one  failed,  but  all  came  to 
pass;  and  in  due  time  the  same  shall  be  said  of  all  the  rest.  All  this 
must  be  accompanied  with  a  confession  of  our  sins,  and  a  thankful  ac- 
knowledgment of  God's  mercies. 

These  are  two  necessary  ingredients  in  acceptable  prayer.  I  prayed, 
says  the  Prophet  Daniel,  and  made  confession.  Sin  is  a  burden  of 
which  confession  unloads  the  soul.  Father,  says  the  returning  Prodi- 
gal, I  have  sinned  against  Heaven  and  in  thy  sight. 

Thanksgiving  is  also  as  necessary  as  confession.  By  the  one  we 
take  shame  to  ourselves,  by  the  other  we  give  glory  to  God, — by  the 
one  we  abase  the  creature,  by  the  other  we  exalt  the  Creator.  In  pe- 
titioning favors  from  God  we  act  like  dependent  creatures,  in  confession 
like  sinners,  but  in  thanksgiving  iike  Angels.  The  fervent  actual 
prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth  much.  Prayer  may  be  said  to  con- 
sist of  adoration,  thanksgiving,  confession  and  supplication.  By  sup- 
plication we  do  not  mean  that  pompous  array  of  words  which  we  so 
often  hear;  but  we  mean  the  outgoing  of  the  soul  to  God,  when  the 
deep  foundation  of  the  heart  is  moved, — when  every  chord  of  that  harp 
is  tuned  by  grace  divine,  sweetly  vibrates  with  hope  and  expecta- 
tion.   There  is  power  in  such  a  prayer;  it  moves  the  mercy  seat,  whila

the  high  and  holy  one  who  inhabits  eternity  bends  his  ear  with  com- 
placency. Angels  spread  their  wings,  their  looks  are  big  with  expecta- 
tion of  a  mandate  from  the  throne  speedily  to  answer  such  a  prayer. 
Who  can  place  himself  beside  Jacob  on  his  journey,  Moses  in  the  wil- 
derness, or  Elijah  on  the  mountain,  listen  to  those  prayers,  notice  the 
spirit,  mark  the  result,  and  yet  say  there  is  not  a  divine  efficacy  in  fer- 
vent prayer.  Had  a  majority  of  the  Church  the  spirit  which  actuated 
these  holy  men  as  they  lifted  holy  hands  to  God,  the  effect  would  be 
wonderful.  The  Minister  preaching  in  an  atmosphere  of  fervent  prayer, 
would  soon  catch  the  holy  influence  and  show  himself  a  workman  ap- 
proved, that  needeth  not  be  ashamed.  Lukewarm  professors  could  not 
breathe  this  vital  breath,  and  yet  live  at  the  same  poor  dying  rate. 
Unconverted  sinners  could  no  more  stand  before  this  spirit,  than  the 
enemies  of  Israel  could  before  them  while  Moses  prayed, — they  must 
either  submit  or  fly.  Preaching  itself — benevolent  activity  itself,  ex- 
cept  so  far  as  associated  with  devotion,  shall  be  passed  over,  to  record 
the  triumphs  of  prayer.  Many  a  christian  who  once  filled  the  public 
eye  with  his  active  deeds  and  burning  zeal,  shall  be  comparatively  un- 
noticed; and  the  man  of  prayer,  the  wrestler  with  God,  shall  be  drawn 
out  from  the  closest  obscurity  and  proclaimed  in  his  stead;  and  it  shall 
appear  that  while  the  Minister  is  moving  Earth,  the  praying  man  is 
moving  Heaven. 

Prayer  is  the  Christian's  vital  breath, 

The  Christian's  native  air; 

His  watchword  at  the  gate  of  death, 

He  enters  Heaven  by  prayer. 
Family  worship  should  be  daily,  for  daily  we  receive  blessings  from 
God.  He  daily  loadeth  us  with  benefits;  daily  benefits  require  daily 
praises  and  thanksgiving.  Our  Lord's  prayer  is  a  social  prayer,  and 
in  it  we  are  taught  to  pray,  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  We 
have  daily  duties  to  perform,  for  the  proper  performance  of  which  we 
need  daily  grace.  We  are  wholly  dependent  upon  God  for  every  bless- 
ing, temporal  and  spiritual.  Nothing  that  we  plan  or  undertake  can 
succeed  without  the  divine  blessing.  Prayer  should  precede  and  follow 
every  thing  we  do,  or  attempt  to  do.  God  has  appointed  prayer,  as  the 
channel  through  which  his  blessings  come  down  from  Heaven  to  earth; 
surely  we  should  offer  up  our  daily  prayers  to  him,  for  the  supply  of  our 
daily  wants.  God  does  not  need  our  daily  prayer,  but  we  need  his  daily 
mercies.  We  are  also  exposed  to  daily  temptations  and  afflictions. 
We  know  not  in  the  morning  what  is  before  us  for  the  day;  nor  do  we 
know  at  night  what  shall  befall  us  before  the  dawn  of  morning.  We 
should  be  watchful,  often  at  a  throne  of  grace,  living  each  day  as  though 
it  were  our  last;  for  we  know  not  the  day,  nor  the  hour,  when  the  son 
of  man  cometh.

DECLARATION  OF  FAITH, 

Whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Association,  Articles  of  Faith,  with 
•Scripture  References,  would  be  beneficial  and  useful  to  the  members  ol 
our  Churches;  and  that  they  may  be  better  prepared  to  defend  the  lead- 
ing  doctrines  of  the  Bible: 

Resolved,  therefore.  That  we  adopt  the  following  Sixteen  Articles, 
with  the  Scripture  References,  as  the  Faith  of  this  Association;  and 
'that  they  be  appended  to  our  Minutes,  and  recommended  to  the  differ- 
•snt  Churches  for  their  adoption: 

I.  OF  THE  SCRIPTURES. 

We  believe  the  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  divinely  inspired,  and 
■is  a  perfect  treasure  of  heavenly  instruction;*  that  it  has  God  for  its  au- 
thor, salvation  for  its  end,f  and  truth  without  any  mixture  of  error  for 
its  matter;±  that  it  reveals  the  principles  by  which  God  will  judge  us; jj 
and  therefore  is,  and  shall  remain  to  the  end  of  the  world,  the  true  cen- 
tre of  christian  union,?*  and  the  supreme  standard  by  Which  all  human 
conduct,  creeds  and  opinions  should  be  tried.'H
